view of eliminating much red tape and 
simplifying the postal service In the 
United States an investigation of the 
system now In vogue is

In- 
dependent telephone associations of 
thirty states, with approximately $;!50,- 
000,000 Invested, are to send delega- 
tions to the convention to urge for- 
.ward the movement to unite. 


Success of the movement inaugur- 


ated means the building of long dis- 
tance telephone lines throughout the 
country, giving unified toll service to 
more than 3.000,000 users of independ- 
ent telephones. 
Ohio is leading the 


agitation for consolidation, with S0».- 
000 independent telephones in use. 
Indiana, with 200,000. is second. Other 
states having complete organizations 
are: 
Alabama, Arkansas, California. 


Colorado, Illinois, Iowa. Kansas. Ken- 
tucky Maine, Minnesota, Michigan, 
Missouri, Nebraska, New York, North

Pennsylvania Starts Another Forest 


Nursery of 550,000 Trees. 


In undertaking .the most extensive 


private forest-planting on record, the 
Pennsylvania railroad has just begun 
setting out some 550,000 trees. 
The 


purpose is to provide economically in 
future years for the company's re- 
quirements for ties. 


Work upon a large basis is progress- 


Ing this week at Mt. Union, Pa., where 
about 225,000 trees are to be planted. 
At Altoona, 250,000 or more red oak 
trees are to be set out this spring. At 
Hollidaysburg, a "forest nursery" is 
being created, about 135 pounds of 
seed being planted this year in nurs- 
ery beds, and many trees being set in 
nursery rooms for use "next year. 


When 
this 
spring's 
planting is 


ed upon the theory that by tho time 
they arc full grown ties will be more 
generally 
and 
successfully 
treated 


with preservatives, for without that 
treatment such ties would be of sec- 
ondary value. 


Some idea of thfl necessity for such 


an extraordinary undertaking as this 
may be gathered from the fact that 
the Pennsylvania railroad system util- 
izes 5,000,000 new ties every year, 
each tie costing about. 70 cents. 
The 


life of a tie is about seven years. In 
recent years ties have been getting 
scarcer and much more expensive, so 
that the company found it. necessary 
to make this provision for the future, 
both to insure itself a proper supply 
of ties and to obtain them at a low 
price.

to twenty years, but others, such as 
Scotch pine and red oak, which will 
be grown for larger material, such as 
ties, will not be ready for cutting in 
less than thirty to forty years. Chest- 
nut is also being used; its seedling 
will take nearly as long as red oak to 
mature, but the sprout growth, which 
•will be depended on later in natural 
forests, will grow in about twenty 
years.

View of Preventing Wrecks. 


An important step has been taken 


by manufacturers of steel rails ami 
the railway companies which make 
such extensive use of this commodity 
to bring about an improvement in the 
steel rail product, thus giving better 
security to the public against 
acci- 


dents and providing a higher grade ar- 
ticle for the railroads. This movement 
results from recent criticisms made 
by railroad experts concerning the life 
and general durability of steel rails. 
It has been maintained that breakage 
has been more, •. frequent of recent 
months~;and that' there is a gradual 


eterioration in the product. "Whether 
his is due to the intrinsic quality of 
he ores used, to the processes of nian- 
facture, or the immense strain of 


growing tonnage !s an open question. 


With a view to reconciling all the 


divergent, views, a committee of ex- 
lerts has now been appointed, both 
he railways and manufacturers of 
teel rails being represented on the 
committee. 
Judge Elbert H. Gary, 


ihairman of the United States Steel 
corporation, said today concerning the 
vork of this expert committee. 


"The manufacturers of steel rails 


and railroad companies both realize 
.hat conditions relating to railroad 
operations have materially changed, 
and that it is desirable to use every 
practicable precaution against acci- 
dent. With this end in view a com- 
mittee of experts appointed by the 
American Railway association are in 
consultation with a committee of ex- 
perts representing the manuacturers. 
Every suggestion for the improvement 
of present conditions will be given 
careful consideration, and it is be- 
lieved the manufacturers and' railroad 
managers will agree upon a standard 
of excellence that should not be ques- 
tioned."

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ROAST BEEF. 


In buying a roast, the ribs, the back of the rump or the 


second cut of the sirloin arc best for those who like their 
meat rare. 
Cross ribs are selected by those who like their 


meat, well done. 
The time allowed for roasting a large piece 


of meat is usually twelve minutes for every pound and one for 
the pan. A smaller piece of meat does not require nearly so 
much time in proportion. Tt is important to remember, how- 
ever, the smaller the cut the hotter should be the fire when 
first put into the oven. 
An intensely hot oven sears the ex- 


terior of the meat, the same as in broiling, and prevents the 
drying up of the meat juices. 
After t.he surface is once seared 


the temperature of the oven should be reduced and the meat 
allowed to finish slowly with frequent basting. 
A roast, of 


four pounds jvill be cooked just right in forty minutes if liked 
rare. For a very small roast, it is a good plan to dredge it 
with flour, then brown in some of the suet either in the drip- 
ping pan or a frying pan set on lop of. the stove. As soon as 
browned all over, finish the roasting in the oven. 
In turn- 


ing the meat never pierce with a fork, which allows the juices 
to escape and disturbs the tissues. 
Opinions differ as to tho 


proper time for seasoning t.he roast. 
Some prefer to salt and 


pepper it when put into t.he oven. 
Others follow Queen Vic- 


toria's favorite way and have it. seasoned when half done, 
while others leave the meat, unseasoned for each one to sea- 
son at the table. There is also a difference of opinion as to 


whether suet or water should be added to the pan when it 
goes into the oven. 
If you wish a fine brown do not. add wa- 


ter until the moat i? seared. After that a little boiling writer 
or beef stock may be used in the basting. 
If too dry a. littlo 


olive oil wiped over t.he roast when it. first goes in makes it 
exceedingly juicy and toothsome. 
To tell when it is done test 


with the blade of a knife, pressing the upper surface. 
If it 


Is springy you may know it is still rare. 
Lift, carefully onto 


a hot platter, cover closely a. few moments for tho meal, to 
"sweat" and allow the blood driven to the center of tho picco- 
lo return to the outside. 
This makes the first slice of the 


roast as tender and juicy as the middlo. 


While the best gravy for the roast Is the plate gravy that 


collects as soon as the meat is cut. many families slill u?e 
old fashioned fiour gravy also. To make this, turn off any super- 
fioiiR grease left in the pan, after the meat is taken up and in- 
to the rPtnaindor stir a. lablespoonful browned flour. Stir un- 
til smooth, then add boiling water or stock and stir until 
creamy. Season with salt and po.ppcr and strain into 3 boat- 
ed gravy host. If the flour is not browned enough to make a 
rich gravy a tablespoonful of culinary bouquet will make it so.

McDowell's Escape. 


The extract from the letter of Rev. 


E. W. McDowell, written from Van, 
Turkey, January 10, this year, is as fol- 
lows:

I left Tekhuma Friday, Jan. 4, 


with an escort of over, thirty men. I 
dismissed as many as possible on 
the mountain side above Khani. a 
number, however, of their own ac- 
cord going on with me, as t.hey had 
business of their own in Julamerk. 
At 2 o'clock in the afternoon we 
reached the 
top of the mountain 


overlooking Tal and in a few min 
utes bejrnn the descent. 
Nineteen 


of us had just, started, six not. ye 
having stepped off the top, -when 
there was an avalanche and (he 
nineteen of us -were hurled to the 
bottom of the mountain. One man 
was lost, three others were buried, 
but tvere dug out. uninjured. 
One 


man hnd 
a 
shoulder 
dislocated. 


Aside from these casualties there 
were no serious injuries to any of 
Inn party. 
My own injuries were 


bled along inside the avalanche, I 
can recall several heavy jolts,

though from falls.

Once my body was bent forward 


on my legs until 1 thought my back 
was about to break. But finally all 
other sensations were lost in the 
struggle for breath, as my mouth 
filled up with snow. At what seem- 
ed fo me the point of suffocation 
there was a sudden slowing up o£ 
the motion of the avalanche and I 
found myself lying on the surface of 
the snow. Frantically, but with dif- 
ficulty, I emptied tny mouth of snow 
and recovered my breath. I think 
that I was on my feet before I did 
this, in instinctive desire to escape 
from peril. As I stood there I look- 
ed up the. mountain along the track 
of the avalanche and I can describe 
my feelings only as one of fear and 
amazement 
as 
I saw 
the • men, 


•whom we but a moment before ha<i 
left standing on top of the moun- 
i.ain, sHll standing there against the 
cle?r sky, but scarcely discernible 
as men, so great was the distance 
and I had come that distance in less 
than two 'minutes. Kasha Yukhan 
non, on a previous trip, had timed 
himself by watch, and he said that 
it was two hours fast, walking from 
the point where I had landed to the 
top of the avalanche.

opinion of all. including those who 
remained at the lop, that the time 
occupied in our descent was not 
more thnn two minutes.

How It was that, no more lives were 
lost and especially that no bones 
were broken was marvelous.

And it is with 
humble gratitude that I acknowl- 
edge God's hand in our remarkable 
preservation. 


Sees God's Hand Again.

side and top, and along with the 
others I slept, that night on the 
floor under the kursi, which was a 
blessing to be devoutly grateful for.

drying 
our clothes, 


which were wet through, the heat, 
I presume, was the best possible

for 
our 
bruised 
and 


sprained bodies.

was not 


much sleeping that night, although 
the villagers did all in their power 
to make us comfortable. The next 
morning we were all able to limp 
around, though with many a groan, 
and as soon as possible a party of 
men from Ribatt, -under the direc- 
tion of Kasha Yohannon, who did 
splendid sen-ice, -was sent up to 
search for the missing man. Not a 
trace was found, though the snow 
was carefully probed. He will prob- 
ably not be found until spring. A 
man was sent, to Tkhuma to toll the 
truth and prevent, a panic. 
Our 


loads were brought down, some of 
them having been dug out from un- 
der the sn:>w. and on the evening 
of the same day, Saturday, we went 
down to BeKuri. I hobbled'part of 
the way and part of the way was 
carried pick-a-back by two strong 
ydnnis fellows whom T hired to help 
me through to .Julamerk.

The greatness of Peter's reforma- 


tion, -his baptism of the Holy Spirit, 
and the reality of a new and fixed pur- 
pose Is beat revealed 
in 
the third 


chapter of Acts, in the performance 
of a simple deed which in Its spiritual 
and practical application lies within 
the possibility of all Christian work- 
ers. Peter, '.n his relation to this one 
man lylns helpless and lost nt the 
gate of the temple, reveals three foun- 
dation principles for evangelism more 
clearly than can be found in any oth/ 
er portion 
of the 
bible. 
One can 


scarcely think of a single relation 
either to God or man that is over- 
looked in this modest deed which has 
been so long overshadowed by Pente- 
COBt. 


Three Basic Principles. 


The three foundation principles are 


The man at your side is represented' 
here. 
Your neighbor, your unsaved 


child, the Sunday 
school scholar— 


every helpless, powerless, 
nominal 


Christian, is still at the s:«e. even 
though he may be in the church. 


If you are not aiming to help the 


other"man you are at the gate yourself 
and must be lifted into new life, 
if 


you have new life, standing on your 
own feet, baptized with the Spirit, 
then prove it by helping this man. 
Don't draw your skirts about you. If 
you don't do something for him. Jesus 
will say, "You did it not to me." 
Nothing can be substituted, no matter 
low good, but all can 
be helped. 


Bend every effort and every prayer to 
this end. Put out your hand now to 
the one next to you in the name of 
Christ. 
Blessing him you will be 


blessed, helping him you will be help- 
ed, saving him you will bo saved. 
Look upon him—be moved with com 
passion for him. Don't resist, don't 
try to get rid of him—aim, aim at! 
him. 
Don't lose sight of him in your 


hurry to preach. Don't pass him; he 
is not worthless. 
He's valuable, and 


you are responsible for making him 
walk.

fort to extend God's kingdom. This 
man represents a class to he met and 
a condition to bo overcome. 
He is 


also right at hand. There is nothing 
theoretical here. 


There is possibly more confusion 


about the aim of evangelism than any- 
thing 
else. 
Every movement has 


some aim, and the alms are as abund 
ant as the movements 
themselves 


And then sometimes the expresse( 
aim Is discovered not to be the rea 
aim. Among the many things aimed 
at I may mention the following: Sonr 
say the supreme need of-the time Is a 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. We mus 
therefore stop 
our 
machinery ant 


wait. Others say a revival of praye 
is needed abo\'e all things. Still oth 
ers, a willingness to do personal work. 
Some feel the great' need is the quick- 
ening of their particular church, and 
not a few are found among the de- 
nominational leaders who, if closely 
questioned, will sometimes secretly 
admit that their .supreme desire Is to 
see their 
denomination 
throb once 


more with fervor and efficiency. There 
are not n. few denominationalists who 
still hold'the" conviction expressed in 
my hearing by one in New York. He 
said: "We felt we were the especial 
custodians of Gqd's revelations." 


The Aim to Save Men, 


f the human consecrated hand is not 
actually in the hand of others, helping 
creatures at the gate in the name of 
.•hrist. we fall short of the mark and 
'all in results. 


The Results Summed Up. 


N'oiy look at the result. What Peter 


and John by faith realized, the lame 
beggar experienced and the world ob- 
served, was that there is something 
better than silver and gold. The man 
received what no power on earth could 
Rive. Ho did not get new legs actually 
but practically, for he sot new power 
to waik. He received what he never 
had before—he stood for the first time 
upon his own feet. He began to walk 
with another power all his own. He 
leaped •'•Ith joy In tho abundance of 
life given. He praised God. the source 
of every blessing, direct or indirect. I 
and thus proved the genuineness nf 
the work. 
He was not afraid or 


ashamed to acknowledge God, nor to 


ppreciate the work of Ood's servant. 
Second. 
He went into the temple 


n his own feet and legs and was not 
arried. 
He- is where every convert 


mst bo. He is not over-persuaded, 
o danger of this man backsliding, 
le. did not sign a card or simply lift 


hand for prayer. 
Tho evidence 


e gave to the church and world was 
is new power, his personal testimony, 
is complete change of position from 
lie outside as beggar to the inside as 
Inger.

At the great British national tem- 
perance convention held la St An- 
drew's hall, Glasgow, recently, about 
2,000 delegates being present, strong 
.resolutions were passed in favor ol 
: "local option," and others, even more 
.forceful, against any form of govern- 
imental supervision or proprietorship. 
iThere has never been held a conven- 
tion in any part of Great Britain so 
;varied in its constituent elements and 


;so united in. its aim. Conservatives, 
'•Home Rulers, Liberals and Socialists 
isat side by side. 
Dissenters and 


'members of the Church of England 
.worked hand In hand. A majority of 


;the members were laboring men, now 


j a few reformed men. 
Joined with 


: these were officers of civil municipal- 


Of course, the aim of all such, it to 


reach the world, is to do it through 
their own channel. Such a statement 
always makes others suspicious that 
the agent is exalted beyond the aim. 
When I came to New York two years 
ago to take some part in a proposed 
non-sectarian movement to reach the 
people with the gospel of Christ, at 
once the report was circulated, which 
1 had to combat, that "this man is the 
'agent of Presbyterianism and he seeks 
supremely the advancement of his de- 
nomination." 
This damaging report 


came very near blocking a movement 
of God which sought solely the inter- 
est, of this "man at the gate," and 
which aimed to make every other aim, 
no matter how precious, secondary. 
But, should we not seek the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost and give ourselves 
to prayer? 
You may put it either 


way: We need to be baptized with the 
Holy Spirit before we can really help 
the man; or, if we sincerely aim to 
reach this man, the power of God will 
be present. In either case the aim Is 
not the agent, but the man. 


What the uppermost aim was in the 


minds 
of the 
disciples 
when they 


waited' ten days, out of which they 


was more than an ordinary hastj 
glance and pass by on the other side 
The same kind ot a vision that Chris 
had when he looked on the multitude 
and was moved with compassion pos 
sessed their hearts. 
They had th 


same spirit that moved Christ. Th 
direction of all thrir efforts is ind 
cated by this look. Tf the churche 
and Christians will once look unitedly, 
with the spirit of Christ, upon this 
man at the gate, It won't be long be- 
fore they will bo drawn to him as truly 
as to Christ himself. They will invite 
him, as Peter did this lame man, to 
look on them. The poor man is to get 
this first vision of GoJ by looking on 
Peter and John. He may have read of 
God, 
possibly may have. heard the 


name of Jesus, but never saw anything

edict that a. check should be put upon 
the Hebrews, as the descendants of 
Jacob had come to be called. 
The 


edict from the throne doomed the He- 
brews to hard labor. It was probably 
after the throne passed from Seti to 
Rameses II. that this labor was de- 
voted to building two store cities in 
which to place the king's army stores, 
Pithora and Raraeses, the first of 
which has been uncovered in its ruins 
near the Suez canal. Each man was 
required to make a certain number of 
bricks a day, a large number, almost

Egyptians of course, nnd 
hey were charged to make the He- 
rews "servO with-rigor." The latter 
ould not stop for a moment's rest but 
he lash of the taskmaster was upon 
lieir shoulders.

Illustration and Application. 


Genesis, the Bible's introduction, 


has told us about the formation of the 
world, and now Exodus will describe 
the creation of the chosen, nation, 
through whom religion was to be given 
to the world.
